From  Israel  With  Love 

On  my  return  to  Ottawa,  I found  a highly-interesting  letter 
from  Henry  and  Maureen  Molot  who  are  spending  a sabbatical 
year  in  Israel.  I am  pleased  to  share  excerpts  with  you. 


D\Vh?ie  my  agreement  with  the  Department  of  Justice  only 
obligates  me  to  report  to  them,  Maureen  and  feel  that  our 
presence  in  Israel  places  us  under  responsibility  to  persons  and 
organizations  other  than  my  employer.  So  here  is  a brief  report 
of  some  of  our  impressions  of  Israel  after  only  a little  over  four 

months  in  the  country.  , 

One  of  the  most  difficult  apsects  of  living  here  or  perhaps 
anywhere,  is  trying  to  give  a balanced  piefjfre  of  the  country 
Not  unnaturally,  journalists  concentrate  on  bad  news  and  take 
a rather  pathological  view  of  events.  If  we  looked  no  further 
than  the  Jerusalem  Post  we  could  offer  little  optimism  about 
Israel  and  its  future.  Still,  the  economy  does  have  real  problems 
over  which  there  is  limited  control  only.  Indexation  has  helped 
enormously  but  what  else  is  needed,  other  than  a good  dose  of 
Thatcherism  a la  Hurvitz,  has  produced  far  more  questions  than 
answers.  The  facile  answer  of  the  non-Israeli  like  us  is:  a Cana- 
dian salary!  ‘ . . , . ’ 

What  of  course  one  notices  is  how  much  better  ott  in  a 
material  sense  Israelis  are  than  they  were  years  ago  when  I Urst 
visited  the  country.  Automobiles  crowd  the  roads,  colour  TVs 
are  to  be  found  everywhere,  fashionable  clothes  are  in  abun- 
dance and  worn  by  those  with  the  interest  and  wherewithal,  store 
shelves  are  jammed  with  everything  imaginable.  Housing,  of 
course,  is  another  matter  and  is  very  expensive  even  by 
Vancouver- Alberta  standards.  Olim  we  have  met  have  confirm- 
ed that  it  is  impossible  for  anyone  on  an  Israeli  salary  to  pur- 
chase housing.  Money  from  parents  or  from  country  of  origin  is 

CSOne  can  sympathize  with  the  views  of  many  here  that  Israelis 
may  have  lost  their  sense  of  idealism  which  for  the  secular  Jew 
has  made  Israel  such  a tremendously  successful  and  worthwhile 
achievement.  Does  the  desire  for  normalcy  mean  that  the  secular 
Jew  becomes  like  everyone  else  but  only  doing  so  in  Israel?  Is 
cultural  nationalism  based  on  the  Tanach  a sufficient  alter- 
native? I suppose  the  religious  Jew  has  the  better  answer  and  cer- 
tainly one  that  history  has  confirmed  as  the  more  viable. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  idealism  remains  very  much  in 
evidence  all  over  the  country.  Our  trip  during  Chanukah  to  Eilat 
and  through  the  Negev  certainly  confirmed  that.  There  was  the 
seemingly  untamed  desert  with  kibbutzim  and  moshavim  spot- 
ted throughout  with  lush  green  fields  and  orchards.  One  can  on- 
ly imagine  that  persons  with  a real  and  deep  sense  of  purpose 
would  settle  there.  And  Eilat  itself  is  a frontier  town  where 
presumably  persons  wishing  all  the  comforts  of  the  acquisitive 
society  would  never  step  foot  except  perhaps  as  tourists.  One  can 
certainly  appreciate  Ben  Gurion’s  paean  to  the  desert  as  Israel  s 
future.  This  same  sense  of  dedication  and  fulfillment  can  be 
found  in  much  smaller  but  no  less  important  contributions  — 
the  30-day  miluim  which  plays  havoc  with  families  and 
businesses  is  one  obvious  example. 

To  bring  matters  down  to  a somewhat  less  romantic  and 
political  level,  we  should  confirm  the  reports  of  others  that 
Hillel  schooling  did  markedly  facilitate  Alex’s  transition  into  the 
Israeli  school  system.  It  is  true  that  some  tutoring  was  required, 
and  still  is,  but  his  initial  shyness  and  reluctance  to  use  the 
Hebrew  he  had  learned  in  Ottawa  have  given  way  and  school 
now  seems  to  hold  no  fears  for  him.  The  baby  is  at  gan  and  has 
begun  to  intermix  the  two  languages  as  she  brings  home  all  the 
Hebrew  she  hears  and  learns  there.  To  harken  back  to  Alex’s 
situation,  the  Aranovs  up  in  Qiryat  Tivon  confirmed  that  their 
kids  had  little  difficulty  in  moving  over  to  the  Israeli  school 
system  and  were  of  the  view  that  Hillel  had  prepared  them  well. 

One  obvious  litmus  test  for  assessing  the  special  attraction  of 
a place  is  the  number  of  visitors  one  has.  Not  surprisingly,  Israel 
is  very  special.  To  the  point  were  Alex,  who  is  placed  on  a cot 
every  time  a visitors  beds  down  with  us,  commented  that  it  was 
becoming  a “real  shlep”.  December  is  a busy  month  — we  had  a 
terrific  visit  with  Chuck  Freedman,  Eugene  Rothman  is  coming 
through  on  his  second  trip  since  our  arrival  and  a colleague  of 
Mo’s  is  expected  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

We  hope  that  you,  Zelaine  and  the  boys  are  well.  All  our  very 
best  to  you.  Also  regards  to  the  gang  in  the  firm  and  to  the  Vaad 
mafia  (we  have  new  found  respect  for  that  title  — the  con- 
dominium executive  in  our  building  is  referred  to  simply  as  “the 
Vaad”).

The  Canadian  Jewish  Con- 
gress advises  that  an  In- 
terdepartmental Committee 
has  been  set  up  t>y  the  govern- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  in- 
vestigating if  there  is  any  legal 
recourse  in  regard  to  suspected 
war  criminals  living  in 
Canada. 

The  matter  came  to  a head 
when  the  Solicitor  General, 
the  Honourable  Robert 
Kaplan,  undertook  to  examine 
the  possibility  of  legal  remedy. 

Members  of  the  Jewish 
community  are  urged  to  write 
to  the  Solicitor  General  at  the 
House  of  Commons,  Ottawa, 
K1A  OA7  calling  on  the  Cana- 
dian Government  to  bring 
suspected  war  criminals  resi- 
dent in  Canada  to  justice.

LORRY’S 

CORNER 


In  two  weeks,  we  officially  kick  off  the  1981  Cam- 
paign with  Super  Sunday.  On  April  5,  months  of  plann- 
ing and  dozens  of  meetings  will  come  together  as  hun- 
dreds of  volunteers  take  to  the  telephone  in  the  largest 
phone  blitz  ever  attempted  in  the  Jewish  Community. 
We  expect  to  reach  half  of  the  6,000  prospects  on  our 
U.J.A.  list  that  day,  many  of  them  for  the  first  time  and 
give  the  whole  campaign  the  kind  of  boost  which  will 
propel  it  towards  its  S2.4  million  goal  by  the  end  of 
May.  Some  canvassers  are  already  in  the  field;  the  rest 
will  move  into  high  gear  on  Monday,  April  6. 

This  year’s  Campaign  is  different.  For  me,  the  big 
plus  is  the  quality  of  the  men  and  women  who  head  our 
divisions  and  the  other  volunteers  who  are  the  standard 
bearers  of  the  campaign.  They  are  dedicated  and  anx- 
ious to  get  the  job  done.  I feel  we  are  better  organized, 
better  disciplined  and  getting  started  earlier  than  ever 
before.  My  own  education  in  the  ways  of  the  communi- 
ty has  given  me  an  even  greater  appreciation  of  the  peo- 
ple with  whom  I work  and  the  vitality  of  the  agencies 
and  institutions  which  underpin  our  way  of  life.  We 
shall  raise  the  money  needed  to  keep  them  open  and 
functioning  effectively.  We  have  the  capacity  and  will 
pass  the  test. 

The  case  for  1981  is  simple  and  straightforward.  To 
begin  with,  U.J.A.  provides  the  life-blood  for  local,  na- 
tional and  Israeli  causes.  The  partnership  is  right  since  it 
attests  to  the  interdependence  of  all  three  basic  elements 
in  Jewish  life:  the  core  community,  the  national  tie-in 
and  the  centrality  of  Israel.  Each  is  strengthened  by  the 
viability  of  the  other.  . 

That’s  the  challenge  to  be  met  with  money.  Israel  is 
groaning  under  intolerable  inflation.  The  peace  process 
is  slow  and  painful  but  the  cost  will  be  worthwhile  if 
stability  can  come  to  the  region.  The  Israelis  are  willing 
to  defend  the  country  and  build  the  state,  but  they  can- 
not cope  with-  the  burdens  which  must  rightfully  be 
assumed  bv  World  Jewry. 

On  the  Canadian  scene,  Jewish  Immigrant  Aid  Ser- 
vices, the  Canadian  Jewish  Congress  and  the  Canada- 
Israel  Committee  account  for  the  bulk  of  the  national 
allocations  in  which  we  share.  Space  prevents  me  from 
describing  their  activities  in  more  detail  but  I can  assure 
you  that  they  are  a needed  and  necessary  part  of  our  in- 
stitutional framework.  - 

Now  we  come  to  the  local  community.  It  is  difficult  to 
generate  the  kind  of  emotion  one  can  inject  when  talk- 
ing about  Israel  or  the  rise  of  anti-semitism  around  the 
world,  but  its  impact  is  every  bit  as  significant.  What 
kind  of  community  would  we  have  without  schools  or  a 
Centre,  a Home  for  the  Aged  or  childrens  camps' 
Believe  me,  I am  not  crying  wolf.  Unless  we  raise 
enough  this  year,  we  will  be  forced  to  cut  services,  the 
impact  of  which  will  be  felt  for  years. 

It  should  not  be  difficult  to  raise  the  $2.4  million  to 
do  the  bare  essentials  and  no  more.  But  it  can’t  be 
business  as  usual.  Unless  the  average  <>®?or  P‘‘ch“  ■" 
and  gives  his  fair  share,  we  will  not  make  it.  When  93% 
of  the  people  give  20%  of  the  money,  I call  it  inadequate 

giving 

Will  we  make  it?  I believe  we  can  but  you  and  only 
you  will  make  the  difference. 

****** 

The  recently  established  Jewish  Social  Services  Agen- 
cy of  Ottawa-Carleton  is  mandated  to  promote  the 
welfare  of  members  of  the  Jewish  Community  by  offer- 
ing assistance  and  casework  services  to  families  and  in- 
dividuals encountering  difficulties  in  employment,  il- 
lness, domestic  discord,  aging  and  other  circumstances 
which  create  problems  of  adjustment.  The  JSSA  also 
assists  newcomers  to  settle  and  works  with  JIAS  Na- 
tional for  Soviet  Jewish  integration  in  the  Ottawa  area. 

Currently  available  to  the  Elderly  are  Teleshalom  and 
Telecheck,  telephone  reassurance  programs,  Wheels-to- 
Meals  luncheons,  held  twice  per  month  in  conjunction 
with  the  Golden  Age  Club,  Friendly  Visiting  for  those 
who  are  socially  isolated;  a shopping  service  to  enable 
those  who  cannot  get  out  easily  during  the  winter  mon- 
ths to  make  their  purchases. 

In  addition,  JSSA  provides  Family  Life  Education 
programs  designed  to  guide  people  through  difficult 
periods  of  adjustment.  The  JSSA  has  run  a program  en- 
titled “Stress  and  the  Single  Parent”  and  runs  an  on- 
going  program  twice  a month  for  the  newly  retired  and 
about-to-retire,  called  “Adults  for  Lively  Leisure  . 

The  JSSA  is  located  at  151  Chapel  Street.  Staff  is  a 
full-time  Director,  two  part-time  social  workers  and  a 
part-time  receptionist/intake  worker.  With  an  ‘“creas- 
ing workload  and  future  assistance  from  the  United 
Way,  the  program  may  be  expanded.

In  all  honesty,  if  I hadn’t  been  the  recipient  of  complimentary 
tickets  I probably  wouldn’t  have  made  the  effort  to  attend  the 
concert.  In  fact,  I suspect  I’d  have  ignored  the  feeling  of  gui It  till 
it  simply  went  away.  But  there  I was  in  possession  of  the  little 
devils,  and  no  amount  of  lying  down  until  the  feeling  passed  was 
going  to  assuage  my  nagging  conscience.  . , 

Since  tall,  dark  and  handsome  was  unavailable,  I invited 
Evelyn  Greenberg,  vivacious  lady  of  the  keyboard,  to  join  me. 
She  proved  to  be  an  excellent  choice  of  alternate  companion. 
Her  knowledge  of  and  love  of  music  makes  a good  concert  even 
better.  (And  she  paid  for  the  parking,  to  boot!) 

Once  seated  we  discovered,  to  our  chagrin,  the  Jewish  com- 
munity of  Ottawa  — except  for  a token  few  — was  highly  con- 
spicuous by  its  absence.  And  it  was  most  assuredly  the  Jewish 
community’s  loss.  For  this  particular  performance  by  the  Ot- 
tawa Symphony  Orchestra  in  concert  with  the  Ottawa  Choral 
• Society,  was  very  special.  Featured  on  the  program  was  a presen- 
tation of  Leonard  Bernstein’s  “Chichester  Psalms  sung  by  the 
Choral  Society  entirely  in  Hebrew.  The  performance  was  ex- 
cellent; well  worthy  of  attention  by  a far  greater  representation 
of  our  Jewish  community  than  made  up  the  audience  that  night. 

It  is  always  a thrill  to  be  in  the  National  Arts  Centre  when  the 
sounds  of  Hebrew  swell  through  any  one  of  its  auditoria.  This 
time,  with  the  familiar  words  emanating  from  a host  of  voices 
whose  proprietors  were  thoroughly  unfamiliar  with  the 
language,  who  had  obviously  spent  many  weeks  mastering  its 
difficulties  — and  done  so  admirably  — it  was  an  especially 
moving  experience.  An  ambitious  undertaking  at  any  time 
(even  by  those  conversant  with  the  language!)  the  work  was  ex- 
tremely  well-received  by  the  overwhelmingly  Gentile  audience. 

Hardly  is  this  to  be  construed  as  ‘j ’accuse’,  for  least  of  all  can 
I who  was  in  attendance  due  to  special  circumstances,  point  an 
accusing  finger.  However,  perhaps  as  a community  we  should 
stop  and  consider  for  a moment.  This  concert,  as  are  most  con- 
certs, was  a well  publicized  event.  The  Ottawa  Choral  Society 
hoped  and  felt  the  Jewish  community  would  respond  to  its  ef- 
forts. As  a group  they  were  justifiably  proud  of  their  ac- 
complishments and  would  have  enjoyed  sharing  the  fruits  of 
their  labours  with  this  special  audience. 

For,  even  more  than  the  success  of  the  ambitious  opus,  the 
very  decision  to  tackle  the  Chichester  Psalms  in  Hebrew  was  also 
a marvellous  bit  of  public  relations  on  its  part.  Had  we  attended 
the  concert  in  greater  numbers,  it  would  have  been  an  equally 
marvellous  bit  of  public  relations  on  our  part.  And  very  good 
listening,  besides. 

The  National  Arts  Centre  frequently  brings  into  its  stages  pro- 
grams of  special  interest  to  the  Jewish  community.  Most  of  the 
time  we  show  our  appreciation  of  these  — as  well  as  for  those 
programs  with  greater  general  appeal  — by  turning  up  in  droves, 
for  Jewish  people  are  notoriously  patrons  of  the  arts.  Genuine 
culture  vultures. 

But  don’t  sell  a local  professional  short,  a lesson  I’ve  just 
learned.  You’d  have  experienced  a tremendous  feeling  of  pride 
sitting  in  the  audience  the  evening  the  Ottawa  Choral  Society  did 
justice  to  the  “Chichester  Pslams”  in  Hebrew.  The  few  of  us 
who  were  there  most  certainly  did!

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| The  Kosher  Corner:  Update 


You  Don’t  Have  The  First  Word, 
But  You  Do  Have  the  Last  Word

Actually,  this  piece  should  not  come  under  the  heading  of  a 
“View  from  the  Pulpit.”  It  is  more  a view  from  the  living  room. 
What  is  written  in  this  space  comes  at  the  suggestion  of  a bereav- 
ed  family,  who  recently  shared  with  me  their  reactions  during  a 

shiva  visit.  . 

A question  came  up  during  the  course  of  conversation  — 
“What  is  the  purpose  of  shiva?”  I responded  to  them  that  shiva 
is  a specifically  circumscribed  period  of  time  in  which  the 
mourners  are  proscribed  from  occupying  themselves  with  any 
extraneous  interests  and  matters  of  insignificance  Instead,  be- 
ing shut  off  from  the  world  around  them  and  from  external 
disturbances  and  stimuli,  they  are  to  concentrate  and  focus  upon 
what  has  happened  to  them.  They  are  to  confront  the  tragedy,  to 
contemplate  their  loss  and  ultimately,  having  confronted  the 
loss,  to  try  to  recoup  it  in  some  way,  shape  or  form. 

This  in  practical  terms,  means  attempting  to  honor  the 
memory  of  the  departed  by  following  their  example  and  exten- 
ding their  goodness  into  the  next  generation.  In  life  we  tend  to 
take  our  loved  ones  for  granted.  When  they  haye  left  us,  it  is  on- 
ly natural  for  us  to  desire  to  continue  their  impact  on  our  life,  or 
even  to  magnify  it.  All  this  does  not  happen  suddenly.  It  takes 
time,  contemplation  and  concentration,  it 
takes  sharing  of  one’s  thoughts  with  one’s  self  and  with  others. 
Shiva  is  not  the  total  answer,  obviously,  since  it  is  the  human  in- 
gredient which  must  translate  the  shiva  context  affirmatively. 
However,  the  shiva  does  create  the  atmosphere  in  which  one  can 
generate  the  dynamics  which  are  so  vital  in  confronting  a death 
. situation. 

Alas,  shiva  visitation  has  degenerated,  in  many  instances,  into 
a socialization  experience.  This  is  not  to  say  that  those  who  visit 
do  not  have  the  best  of  intentions.  Undoubtedly,  there  is  a feel- 
ing amongst  those  who  visit,  that  they  are  doing  a favor  to  the 
mourners  by  getting  their  minds  off  their  melancholy.  However, 
all  too  often,  mourners  have  complained  to  m^  that  the 
socialization  syndrome  does  npt  allow  them  to  come  to  grips 
with  their  mourning.  They  are,  in  their  own  words,  terribly 
frustrated  by  the  social  syndrome  that  is  thrust  upon  them  and 
which  they  seem  powerless  to  prevent  or  control. 

What  then  should  be  the  attitude  of  a visitor  during  a shiva 
period?  The  Sages  had  a very  simple  procedure  for  shiva  visita- 
tion. It  was  the  following  general  rule  — you  do  not  have  the 
first  word,  but  you  do  have  the  last  word.  What  does  this  mean. 

It  is  understandable  that  anyone  visiting  a house  of  shiva, 
should  be  plagued  with  doubt  as  to  what  should  be  said.  I am 
sure  we  all  are  face  with  this  situation  and  feel  inhibited,  it  no 
incapacitated.  We  do  not  have  the  magica 
phrase,  we  do  not  have  the  soothing  words,  we  do  not  have  the 
- claiming  niceties  and  therefore,  approach  the  situation  with 
trepidation.  But,  it  should  be  realized  that  the  greatest  contribu- 
tion a visitor  makes  is  in  the  visit,  in  showing  a sense  of  sharing 
and  empathy.  Nothing  need  be  said;  presence  alone  speaks  elo- 
quently. ; 

If  there  is  to  be  conversation  in  a house  of  mourning,  it  should 
be  initiated  by  the  mourner  or  the  mourners.  They  are  the  only 
ones  who  know  their  own  condition,  they  are  the  only  ones  who 
know  how  they  feel,  they  are  the  only  ones  who  know  their  own 
needs,  they  are  the  only  ones  who  know  what  they  like  to  talk 
about.  Once  the  mourners  have  started  the  conversation,  the 
visitors  have  within  them  the  capacity  to  react,  to  respond  and  to 
engage  in  dialogue.  So,  the  worry  as  to  what  to  say^  can  be 
alleviated  by  the  realization  that  the  visitor  must  not  launch  the 
conversation.  As  a matter  of  fact,  a shiva  visit  in  which  all  the 
visitor  does  is  sit,  look  at  the  mourner  and  trade  empathetic 
glances  is  as  powerful  a soothing  comfort  as  can  be  found  in 
such  a trying  situation.  And,  if  there  is  to  be  conversation,  it 
should  be  the  mourners  who  dictate  its  content  and  tone. 

The  visitors  then,  do  not  have  the  first  word,  but  they  do  have 
the  last  word.  What  is  the  word?  The  last  word  is  a traditional 
statement  made  just  before  the  visitor  departs  the  house  of 
mourning.  The  visitor  looks  at  the  mourners  and  says  to  them 
collectively  “Hmakom  Yenachem  Eschem  Bsoch  She’or 
Avaylay  Tsion  V’Yerushalayim”  — translating  into  “May  God 
comfort  you  amongst  the  mourners  for  Zion  and  Jerusalem.” 
This  traditional  greeting  places  the  very  personal  grief  of  the 
family  into  a more  univeral  context.  It  is  escalated  into  being  a 
component  of  the  losses  that  have  been  collectively  suffered  by 
the  Jewish  people.  In  spite  of  all  those  losses,  the  Jewish  people 
have  continued,  have  maintained  themselves,  and  are  thriving. 
This  very  subtle  message  says  to  the  mourner  that  there  has  been 
suffering  and  somehow  or  other,  the  strength  and  the  resilience 
to  bounce  back  from  the  suffering  situation  has  collectively  been 
available.  It  is  the  hope,  expressed  in  this  statement,  that  such 
strength  and  resilience  will  be  available  to  this  family. 

So,  in  a very  simple  but  very  profound  directive,  the  Sages 
have  given  us  the  tools  through  which  to  be  most  helpful  in  a 
mourning  situation.  The  directive  helps  shift  the  focus  from  con- 
cern by  the  visitor  for  how  to  do  that  which  is  proper  into  a sen- 
sitivity and  a patience  for  the  situation  of  the  mourner.  It  is 
more  than  sound  advice,  it  is  also  sound  practice. 


Camps 

With  the  summer  camping 
season  not  far  away,  parents 
in  the  Ottawa  area  are  now  in 
the  process  of  considering 
which  types  of  camping  en- 
vironment would  best  suit 
their  children. 

An  important  consideration 
in  this  regard  is  the  level  of 
Jewish  atmosphere  and  pro- 
gramming that  prevails  in  dif- 
ferent camps  since  long-term 
learning  experiences  and  for- 
mative outlooks  can  often  be 
acquired  by  children  during 
their  summer  vacations.  A 
vital  component  of  Jewish 
programming  in  the  camping 
context  is  the  availability  of 
kosher  meals  and  food 
prepared  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  qualified  mashgichim. 

The  Ottawa  Vaad 
Hakashruth  has  endorsed  the 
kashruth  of  the  following  Ot- 
tawa camps: 

—Camp  B’nai  B’rith,  a sum- 
mer country  camp 
—Camp  Gan  Israel,  a summer 
day  camp 

—The  Jewish  Community 
Centre  Day  Camp 
Kashruth  at  Hospitals 

Patients  in  Ottawa  area 
hospitals  can  obtain  catered 
kosher  T.V.  dinners  imported 
from  Toronto  at  the  Ottawa 
General  Hospital  and  the  Civic 


Hospital.  The  cost  of  these 
meals  is  billed  to  the  patient. 
Other  hospitals  permit  catered 
food  trays  obtained  from 
kosher  caterers  in  Ottawa  to 
•be  heated  in  their  kitchens. 
Kosher  food  can  also  be 
prepared  at  home  and  served 
in  patients’  rooms.  It  would  be 
wise  to  notify  hospital  dieti- 
cians of  your  kosher  food 
"needs  about  a day  in  advance 
so  that  they  can  assist  in  the 
serving  of  kosher  meals  and 
the  preparation  of  non-meat 
items  such  as  uncooked  fruits 
and  vegetables  and  various 
beverages. 

Cereals 

The  Nabisco  Foods  Cor- 
poration has  provided  us  with 
information  regarding 
Nabisco  Shreddies  Cereal.  The 
company  states  that  although 
Shreddies  are  produced  from 
non-derivative  animal 
products,  they  do  come  in 
contact  with  conveyors  that 
are  used  for  packaging 
Nabisco  Golden  Honeys 
Cereal.  The  latter  product 
contains  a lard  distillate 
(myverol).  As  far  as  Nabisco 
Shredded  Wheat  is  concerned, 
this  cereal  is  produced  on  a 
separate  production  line  from 
100*70  whole  wheat  which  does 
not  touch  the  conveyor  used  to 
carry  Shreddies  and  Golden 


Honeys  cereals.

Just 
imagine  the  pent-up  emotion  and  joy  in  those  fifty-two  homes  as 
the  families  were  reunited.  Joyand  happiness  that  Jews  can  truly 
understand,  for  in  our  tradition  — to  save  even  one  life  is  as  if  to 
save  the  world. 

But  even  as  we  rejoice  with  all  our  fellow  Americans,  we  are 
painfully  aware  of  other  hostages  behind  the  iron  and  sand  cur- 
tains in  Russia,  Syria,  Ethiopia. 

Shcharansky,  Brailowsky,  Begun,  Podrabinek,  Ida  Nudel  — 
three  million  Jews  still  hostage  in  the  Soviet  Union... 

Iosif  Mendelevich,  whose  name  I- wore  on  a bracelet,  was  a 
hostage  for  more  than  3,700  days  — over  ten  years... 

...  and  on  February  18,  this  bracelet  was  given  to  Iosif 
Mendelevich  — just  as  to  his  colleague  Boris  Penson  two  years 
ago  when,  after  nine  years  in  prison,  he  landed  in  Israel  and  set 
foot  on  the  free  soil  of  Zion  for  the  first  time  — because  we  and 
concerned  friends  throughout  the  world  did  not  forget  and  kept 
alive  their  hopes  and  dreams  of  freedom. 

This  is  the  meaning  of  UJA  — Federation  — Community. 
All  the  rest  is  commentary. 

Let  each  of  us  spend  a moment  in  prayer,  grateful  for  the 
freedom  of  the  fifty-two  and  of  Iosif  Mendelevich  — in  the  hope 
their  release  will  be  an  omen  for  the  future,  for  all  other  victims 
of  tyranny  and  oppression.

Bertram  Loeb,  Chairman  of 
the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital 
Development  Campaign  has 
written  to  draw  attention  to  a 
telethon  to  be  held  on  Satur- 
day evening,  April  4.  The 
Bulletin  is  pleased  to  reprint 
excerpts  of  Mr.  Loeb’s  letter 
and  urges  those  who  have  not 
yet  made  their  pledges  to  do  so 
now  or  on  the  evening  of  April 
4. 

“The  Civic,  as  you  know,  is 
the  main  hospital  in  Eastern 
Ontario  and  Western  Quebec 
providing  Open-heart  surgery; 
complete  cancer  treatment  ser- 
vices: the  only  total  body  scan- 
ner; full  resources  for 
metabolic  diseases;  extensive 
medical  research  in  85  active 
projects;  and  microplastic 
surgery  (for  accident  victims). 

Last  year,  the  hospital 
through  its  varied  facilities, 
cared  for  more  than  208,000 
patients,  23°7o  of  whom  were 
from  outside  the  Ottawa- 
Carleton  area,  both  in  Eastern 
Ontario  and  Western  Quebec. 

The  Civic  needs  $8,225,000. 
from  the  public  to  complete  its 
total  Development  Program  of 
$44,185,000.  To  date  the 
public  response  has  been 
tremendous  and  we  have  made

We  have  obtained  good  co- 
operation in  this  effort  from 
the  Public  Service,  many  local 
businesses  and  the  media.  Bell 
Canada  is  putting  its  facilities 
at  our  disposal  for  the  night  of 
the  Telethon.

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Iosif  Mendelevich 


Arrives  in 
Israel  from 
USSR  Prison

In  the  steady  rain,  his  pale 
cheek  pressed  tightly  against 
the  Western  Wall,  Iosif 
Mendelevich  intones  the 
timeless  prayer,  “Blessed  art 
Thou,  O Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  universe,  Who  has  kept 
us  and  preserved  us  and 
brought  us  to  this  day.” 

The  ancient  stones  ring  with 
the  voices  of  5,000  of  his  new 
countrymen  who,  in  an  ex- 
plosive celebration  of  joy  for 
his  deliverance,  respond  as 
one,  “Amen.’  ’ Iosif 
Mendelevich  has  come  home. 

Thousands  of  Israelis  jam- 
med Ben-Gurion  Airport  to 
welcome  Mr.  Mendelevich  as 
he  stepped  from  the  plane. 
Slight  and  pale,  he  wore  a dark 
gray  jacket  over  a white  shirt, 
and  a black  hat  placed  square- 
ly on  his  head  which  could  not 
quite  conceal  his  closely 
shaven  skull.  His  heavy  black- 
rimmed  glasses  emphasized 
the  prison  pallor  of  his  face. 
But  the  glow  of  his  eyes  and 
his  smile  spoke  eloquently  of 
his  feelings. 

The  frail  former  prisoner 
had  wanted  to  walk  the  thirty- 
two  miles  from  the  airport  to 
Jerusalem,  but  allowed  his 
sisters  to  persuade  him  that  it 
was  too  far  and  he  was  too 
weak  to  make  such  a strenuous 
trek  in  the  rain. 

Only  hours  earlier,  the 
gaunt  34-year-old  one-time 
engineering  student  was 
rousted  from  his  cell  in  a max- 
imum security  prison  in  the 
heart  of  Moscow  and  told  to 
take  his  belongings  with  him. 
He  did  not  know  it  then,  but 
his  ordeal  of  nearly  eleven 
years  in  Russian  concentration 
camps  and  prisons  was  coming 
to  an  end. 

One  week  before  he  had 
been  transferred  to  Moscow 
from  a concentration  camp  in 
the  Urals  where  he  had  been 
on  a 54-day  hunger  strike  to 
protest  confiscation  of  his 
Hebrew  textbook. 

“I  was  very  afraid,” 
Mendelevich  said  of  his  unex- 
pected freedom.  “None  of  my 
guards  seemed  to  know  why 
I’d  been  brought  to  Moscow. 
They  took  me  upstairs  to  a 
KGB  official  who  informed 
me  that  I was  deprived  of  my 
Soviet  citizenship  and  expelled 
from  Russia. 

“Even  on  the  drive  to  the 
airport  I couldn’t  believe  it,” 
he  continued.  ‘“Is  this  another 
lie?’  I asked.  ‘No,’  they  said. 
But  I was  not  truly  convinced 
until  the  plane  took  off. 

Mendelevich  was  arrested 
June  15,  1970  for  his  part  in  a 
plot  to  steal  a plane  and  fly  it 
to  freedom.  Often  ^described 
by  his  fellow  conspirators  as 
“the  Jewish  soul  of  the

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JSU  Hillel  Symposium  raises 
questions  and  a bomb  threat

A crowd  of  approximately 
300  people  heard  five  wide- 
ranging,  issue-oriented  presen- 
tations at  the  Symposium  on 
Middle  East  Perspectives, 
Alternative  Visions,  held  in 
February  at  Carleton  Universi- 
ty and  sponsored^  by  the 
Jewish  Students’  Union-Hillel 
of  Ottawa. 

Haddad  Blasts  Arabs 
The  first  speaker,  Dr. 
Heskel  Haddad,  President  of 
the  WORLD  ORGANIZA- 
TION of  JEWS  from  ARAB 
COUNTRIES,  informed  the 
audience  that  he  had  been  a 
strong  Iraqui  Nationalist  until 
1947  when  he  and  his  family 
were  victimized  by  an  Arab 
mob  in  Bagdad. 

“Israel  has  not  been  good  to 
Sephardi  Jews,”  stated  Had- 
dad, “but  it  is  much  better  for 
a Jew  to  live  in  Israel  than  in 
any  Arab  land.”  He  claimed 
that  Jews  in  Arab  lands  live  in 
fear  of  arbitrary  arrest, 
seizure,  and  confiscation  of 
property  and  wealth; 
discrimination  in  terms  of 
school  and  employment  op- 
portunity; and  live  in  ‘hostage 
communities’  unable  to 
emigrate  or  travel  freely  in  the 
host  Arab  country. 

“Peace  without  justice  is 
not  peace,”  he  avered.  Had- 
dad believes  that  real  peace 
can  only  be  brought  around 
through  the  resolution  of  the 
refugee  problems.  “Over 
1,000,000  Jews  are  refugees 
from  Arab  lands.” 

Haddad  proposed  the 
convening  of  a multinational 
panel  to  redresS  and  reparate 
both  Arab  and  Jewish 
Refugees.  After  the  refugee 
problems  are  redressed 
“political  problems  will  be 
easy  to  resolve.”  stated  Had- 
dad. 

Colonel  Basil  challenged 

The  second  speaker, 
American  Army  Colonel  John 
Basil,  representing  the 
American  Lebanese  League, 
spoke  on  the  need  for  a free 
and  independent  Lebanon 
within  a stable  Middle  East. 

Basil  criticized  Arab  na- 
tionalists who  willingly 
sacrifice  Lebanon’s  integrity 
and  that  of  other  countries,  in 
their  battle  with  Israel.  He 
suggested  that  Lebanese  na- 
tionalism and  Jewish  Na- 
tionalism should  be  not  viewed 
as  threats  to  real  Arab  na- 
tionalism. 

Basil  informed  the  mostly 
Jewish  audience  that  Israel’s 
military  involvements  in 
Lebanon  are  “kosher,  and  at 
the  invitation  of  the  free 
Lebanese  people.” 

A number  of  Arab  students 
took  issue  with  Basil  and  at- 
tempted to  shout  hjin  down.  It 
took  him  two  tries  at  the  mike 
to  deliver  his  message. 

Bomb  Threat 

The  second  part  of  the  pro- 
* gram  saw  the  Honorable  Flora 
MacDonald  moderate  a Panel 
on  Peace.  Panelists  included 
Political  Scientist  Conrad 
Winn.  School  of  International 


Affairs;  Chairman  Professor 
John  Sigler;  and  Haifa 
University  Chairman  of 
Political  Science,  Professor 
Gabriel  Ben  Dor. 

Although  the  Arab  hecklers 
had  been  evicted  or  had  left  by 
the  time  the  Panel  commenc- 
ed, the  Peace  Panel  was  inter- 
rupted by  a phoned-in  bomb 
threat.  After  a ten  minute 
break  the  panel  reconvened 
and  continued  without  inci- 
dent. 

Professor  Conrad  Winn,  a 
recognized  expert  on  the  sub- 


‘one  of  the  four  conflict  areas 
has  been  brokea.”  Ben  Dor 
views  the  Arab  Israeli  conflict 
as  four  distinct  conflicts  a)  a 
conflict  between  two  peoples 
over  one  land;  b)  an  interstate 
conflict  between  sovereign 
states  competing  economical- 
ly, territorially  and  so  forth;  c) 
a conflict  created  through  the 
aspirations  of  Arab  na- 
tionalism, that  has  used 
Zionism  as  its  bogey  and  d)  the 
conflict  between  Islamic  and 
Jewish  civilizations.

ject  oT  Canadian  Public  Opi- 
nion, informed  the  audience 
that  Canadian  opinion  has  re- 
mained relatively  constant  in 
support  of  Israel.  According 
to  Winn,  Israel  is  perceived  as 
being  ‘legitimate’,  and  as 
‘really  desiring  peace.’ 

Change  Consciousness 
Professor  John  Sigler,  a 
conflict  resolutions  theorist, 
proposed  that  conflict  should 
be  viewed  as  a process  and  not 
as  a static  situation.  He  sug- 
gested that  “conflict  operates 
on  a continuim  with  war  at 
one  end,  and  peace  at-  the 
other.”  Other  stages  include 
conflict  escalation,  conflict 
management  and  conflict 
reduction. 

Sigler  made  the  distinction 
between  ‘true  peace’  and  a 
condition  he  called  ‘the 
absence  of  conflict’,  and  sug- 
gested that  we  must  strive  for 
the  first  type  of  peace  and  not 
settle  for  the  second.  , 

Referring  to  the  ‘spirit  of 
Buber,’  Sigler  stated  that,  we 
must  change  the  operating 
consciousness  of  the  peoples 
involved,  and  not  just  ’seek 
political  solutions.  “We  must 
. get  rid  of  the  ‘we-they’  syn- 
drome. We  must  get  beyond 
the  media  hoopla  and  realize 
real  people  and  real  tragedy.” 

Sigler  proposed  the  develop- 
ment of  climate  of  peace  as  the 
first  stage  in  the  movement 
towards  real  peace  in  the  Mid- 
dle East.  “Through  education, 
dialogue  and  understanding 
the  climate  of  peace  will  force 
the  politicians  to  make 
peace,”  claimed  Sigler. 

Ben  Dor  — Optimistic 
Professor  Gabriel  Ben-Dor, 
concluded  the  panel  presenta- 
tions. He  spoke  simply,  elo- 
quently and  openly  of  the 
potential  for  peace  for  Israel. 

Ben  Dor  is  optimistic  that 
Israel  will  soon  have  real  peace

Peace  Treaty  one  level  of  con- 
flict has  been  broken.  The 
Arabs  cannot  feasibly  go  to 
war  with  Israel  without 
Egypt’s  active  support. 

“I  am  optimistic  that  the 
players  on  other  levels  of  the 
conflict  can  now,  for  the  first 
time,  consider  peace  as  an  op- 
tion, and  will  opt  for  peace” 
stated  Ben  Dor. 

“The  future  will  demand 
joint-determination,”  with  the 
focus  on  satisfying  everyone’s 
minimum  interests  rather  than 
their  maximum  desires. 

“Israel  has  holy  cows  that 
have  been  and  will  be  given 
up,”  stated  Ben  Dor.  “We 
have  already  given  up  ter- 
ritory, dismantled  settlements, 
and  we  have  even  given  up  oil, 
and  who  gives  up  oil  these 
days?” 

“Let  someone  come  and 
talk  to  us  about  a bet- 
ter/greater peace,  and  we  will 
butcher  more  holy  cows,  but 
let  legitimate  peace  efforts 
begin  and  then  we  shall 
see....” 

To  the  audience  Ben  Dor 
became  symbolic  of  Israel’s 
dilemma,  and  Judaism’s 
plight,  “I  am  a Holocaust  sur- 
vivor, a survivor  through 
Israel’s  Wars,  and  I have  sur- 
vived many  bomb  threats,”... 
I want  to  live  in  peace,  a just 
and  fair  peace,  if  I must  wait 
for  it,  I will  wait,  what  else  can 
1 do,  what  other  options  do  I 
have?”

group”,  Mendelevich  was 
abused  by  his  guards  for  his 
efforts  to  observe  Jewish 
traditions.  Undaunted,  he 
organized  Jewish  history  and 
Hebrew  language  study  groups 
inside  Soviet  camps.  He  is  the 
last  of  the  nine  convicted 
Jewish  skyjackers  to  be  releas- 
ed. 

Mendelevich’s  Hebrew  was 
correct  and  fluent,  and  he 
clearly  relished  using  the 
language  so  long  forbidden  to 
him. 

‘‘I  suddenly  felt  a great 
responsibility,”  he  said  of  his 
tumultuous  welcome  at  Ben- 
Gurion.  ‘‘I  saw  all  those  peo- 
ple there  to  greet  me  and  I 
understood  that  I had  corrte  to 
a holy  and  sweet  land.  I want 
to  be  a real  Jew  here,  to 
observe  mitzvot,  to  build  a 
state  and  to  be  free.  I want  to 


work  for  the  Jews  of  Israel 
and  for  my  fellow  Jews  still 
suffering  in  Russia.” 

Mendelevich  does  not  clear- 
ly know  why  he  was  released. 
“But  I’ve  no  doubt,”  he 
stated  emphatically,  “that  the 
campaigns  for  Soviet  Jewry 
outside  Russia  played  an  im- 
portant part.  Whenever  Jews 
in  the  free  world  were  active 
on  our  behalf,  conditions  in 
the  camps  would  ease  a little. 
The  time  for  quiet  diplomacy 
is  past.  If  you  ask  me  what 
Jews  outside  the  Soviet  Union 
should  do  for  those  still  there, 
I say  they  should  act  with  a 
strong  and  outstretched  arm. 
The  Soviet  Jewry  campaigns 
are  not  without  effect.  I ask 
every  American  Jew  and  every 
Jew  the  world  over  to  do  all 
that  is  in  his  power  to  help  the 
Jews  of  Russia.” 

Twenty-four  hours  after  his 
arrival,  his  family’s  modest 


apartment  in  Alon  Shvut,  10 
miles  east  of  Jerusalem,  is  the 
scene  of  joyous  confusion. 
Israeli  and  American  televi- 
sion crews  compete  for  space 
with  new-found  friends  and 
masses  of  flowers  splashing 
. every  available  surface  with 
bright  colors. 

In  the  middle  of  it  all,  Iosif 
Mendelevich  fingers  a written 
invitation  from  Israeli  Prime 
Minister  Menachem  Begin  to  a 
meeting  the  next  day.  “This  is 
the  first  letter  that  I’ve  opened 
hull  years,”  he  said.  “It’s  a 
strange  feeling.” 

For  a moment  the  shadow 
of  remembered  isolation 
crosses  his  face.  Then  the  now 
famous  smile  that  has  flashed 
from  television  screens  and  the 
front  pages  of  newspapers 
around  the  world  returns  as 
Mendelevich  considers 
something  he  thought  he 
might  never  have  — his  future. 

“It’s  too  early  for  deci- 
sions,” he  said.  “I  was  an 


engineering  student  at  the  time 
of  my  arrest  and  perhaps  I’ll 
continue  studying.  In  the 
meantime,  I want  to  spend 
time  with  my  mother  and  my 
sisters  and  my  brother-in-law. 
I want  to  get  to  know  my 
nephews  and  nieces.  I’ve 
friends  in  Israel  whom  I’ve  not 
seen  for  years,  and  I’ve  friends 
here  that  I’ve  never  met  who 
worked  so  hard  for  my  release. 

“I’ve  my  new  country  to  ex- 
plore, and  my  whole  life  ahead 
of  me.”

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Group  petitions  Hon.  Mark 
MacGuigan  to  free  Ida  Nudel 


By  Gaye  Applebaum 
Ida  Nudel  is  the  convicted 
‘Prisoner  of  Zion’  whose  de- 
fiant banner  on  an  apartment 
balcony  demanding  the  right 
to  emigrate  and  join  her  fami- 
ly in  Israel,  brought  about  her 
arrest  for  ‘holliganism’  three 
years  ago.  She  is  now  in  her 
third  year  in  a Siberian  prison 
camp,  the  sole  woman  in  a 
community  of  dangerous 
criminals. 

A group  of  concerned 
women  representing  the 
organizations  which  have 
taken  Nudel’s  plight  to  heart 
met  with  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  External  Affairs,  the  Hon. 
Mark  MacGuigan,  to  present 
him  with  a petition  calling  for 
concerted  Canadian  action  to 
secure  Nudel’s  release  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Reports  reaching  the  West 
in  the  last  few  months  indicate 
the  Nudel,  in  failing  health 
since  her  ordeal  began,  is 
deteriorating  rapidly. 
Relatives  fear  that  she  may  not 
survive  if  her  incarceration  is 
continued. 

Timing  is  crucial 
Marty  Penn,  Director  of  the 
National  Soviet  Jewry  Com- 
mittee, Canadian  Jewish  Con- 
gress, in  referring  to  the 
“almost  barbaric  way  in  which 
they’ve  treated  this  woman” 
urged  the  Minister  not  to  delay 
in  his  efforts  on  her  behalf. 
“Timing  at  this  point  is  very 
crucial”,  he  said. 

The  delegation,  primarily 
from  Montreal,  was  led  by 
Ruth  Pollack,  Coordinator  Of 
Canadian  Women  for  Ida 
Nudel,  whose  efforts  in 
Nudel’s  name  netted  the 
15,000  signatures  handed  to 


the  Minister.  Ottawa  was 
represented  by  the  Co- 
Chairmen  of  the  Ottawa 
Soviet  Jewry  Committee,  Ruth 
Berger  and  Rabbi  Basil  Herr- 
ing. 

The  Nudel  case  is  not  new  to 
the  Government.  Several  mo- 
tions have  been  brought 
before  the  House  of  Commons 
calling  for  increased  Canadian 
action  in  Nudel’s  name.  A _ 
group  of  Parliamentary  Wives 
organized  a committee  to 
work  for  Nudel’s  release,  but 
two  federal  elections  inter- 
rupted their  efforts. 

The  Hon.  Mark  MacGuigan 
led  the  Canadian  delegation  to 
the  Madrid  Conference  in 
November  1980  for  the  review 
of  the  Helsinki  Accords. 

Soviets  decline  meeting 
MacGuigan  told  the  group 
of  petitioners  he  is  well  aware 
of  the  case,  since  meeting  with 
Nudel’s  sister,  liana  Freed- 
man, in  Madrid.  At  that  time 
he  sought  to  meet  with  the 
head  of  the  Soviet  delegation 
so  that  he  might  personally 
plea  for  her  release,  but  the 
Soviets  declined.  According  to 
MacGuigan,  the  Canadian 
delegation  finally  did  make 
representation  to  the  Soviets 
concerning  Nudel  and  others 
“unjustly  detained  by  the 
Soviets”  on  November  14. 

MacGuigan  added  that  he 
had  been  in  consultation  with 
both  Irwin  Cotier,  President 
of  the  Canadian  Jewish  Con- 
gress, and  Congress’  Executive 
Director,  Alan  Rose.  They 
have  discussed  the  urgency  of 
the  case  and  how  best  to  ob- 
tain her  release. 

He  admits  it  is  difficult  to  be 
successful  in  these  cases 


because  “it  is  very  hard  to 
determine  what  it  is  that 
causes  success”. 

Repeated  representations  by 
the  Government,  MacGuigan 
said,  and  lobby  groups  like  the 
Canadian  Jewish  Congress, 
seem  to  be  the  most  effective 
way  to  pressure  the  Soviet 
government. 

MacGuigan 
personally  interested 

The  Secretary  of  State  for 
External  Affairs  expressed  his 
personal  interest  in  the  recent- 
ly reconstituted  Parliamentary 
Committee  on  Soviet  Jewry. 
The  Conimittee,  under  acting 
Chairman  David  Smith,  M.P., 
will  examine  charges  of  Soviet 
violations  of  the  Helsinki  Ac- 
Cprds  which  clearly  define 
human  rights  and  freedoms. 

The  right  to  emigration  and 
the  right  to  family  reunifica- 
tion were  both  written  into  the 
text  at  Canadian  insistence. 
Claiming  those  rights  led  Ida 
Nudel  to  the  Siberian  torment 
her  day-to-day  existence  has 
become.  Canadian  action  may 
secure  an  early  release  and  en- 
sure her  survival,  reunited 
with  her  family.

If 
so,  may  may  be  eligible  for  special  parking  privileges  on  City  streets  and  in  public  parking  areas. 
Call  OC  Transpo  (741-6440)  to  obtain  an  application  form. 

Your°pe^m™is  not  transferable  ($50  fine)  and  must  be  displayed  on  the  dashboard  whenever  you 
avail  yourself  of  special  parking  privileges. 

On-street  parking  is 

-free  at  parking  meters;  • ' . . 

—up  to  4 hours  at  parking  meters  and  locations  wnere  allowed,  regardless  of  posted  times, 
—up  to  4 hours  in  no-parking  zones  not  covered  under  prohibitions. 

Permit  holders  may  be  picked  up  or  left  off  in  ‘no  stopping’  and  ‘loading’  zones  (see  prohibi- 
tions), or  in  bus  and  bicycle  lanes,  as  long  as  traffic  is  not  hindered.  However , drivers  are  not 
allowed  to  wait  at  the  curb  until  the  person  returns. 

Parking  is  prohibited  where  signs  are  erected 

—where  there  is  a fire  hall:  within  8 m of  its  location,  if  on  the  same  side;  within  30  m,  if  on  op- 
posite side;

— on  a roadway  which  is  6 m wide  or  less; 

— on  any  portion  of  a road  not  intended  for  parking. 

Stopping  is  prohibited  , , , 

—at  any  pedestrian  crossover  within  30  m of  the  approach  side,  15  m of  the  leaving  side; 
—at  a bus  stop:  within  34  m of  the  approach  side,  18  m of  the  leaving  side; 

—within  an  intersection  or  crosswalk;  , .nn 

-at  a school  crosswalk  (7  a.m.-7  p.m.):  vyithin  30  m of  the  approach  side,  10  m of  the  leaving 

— on  a bridge,  in  an  underpass,  or  within  30  m of  either,  unless  permitted  by  sign.

You  may  not  stop  in  zones  designated  for  bus  time  point,  school  bus  loading,  taxis,  or  police
